For their distinguish- 
ed prowess in the cricket fleld wo 
wish to write a short appreciation 
of the playors individually. . 

W. M. WOODFULL. 


(Victoria) 


Captain of the Australian tour- |- 


ing side, Woodfull is Australln’s 
Sutcliffe and never admits defeat, 
Ho is a dour fighter with the bat, 
but this senson hoe has shown signa 
of grenter aggression which were 
not visible in the last sories of test 
matches—possibly because his side 
were so often in a poor position.. 

Heo ‘has. joined J. Darling, J. B. 
Hobbs, W. <Armatrong, C. G. 
Mncartnoy,, and H. Sutcliffe as a 
maker of three centuries in one 
test scason, and he carried his bat 
for 30 In Australia’s total of 66 at 
Brisbane. Tho only others who 
have remained not out throughout 
a completed innings aro J. E. 
Barrett and W. Bardaley (Austra- 
Nia) and R. Abel (England). 

In ten innings in-the recent test 
matches, once not out, he scored 
491 runs (average 54), but his scor- 
ing. rate‘ was only 21 an hour, 
SInce he began his test carcer in 
1926, Woodfull has scored 797 runs 
against England (average 63). 

The visiting skipper {8 nick- 
named “The Unbowlable.” “From 
1926 till the end of the 1928-9 
season Woodfull never had his 
wicket touched. How many thou- 
sands of balls ‘he must have re- 
celved in that time one can only 
guess—express atuff, the googlica 
of Grimmett and Freeman, balls 
that “did something” which sur- 
prised even the bowler, and an 
occasional ‘shooter. Remember thnt 
not a single straight ball cluded 
his bat, and you have some idea of 
the amnzing, almost uncanny, co- 
ordination of eye, brain, and 
muscle that have made Woodfull a 
cricketer fn a millon. 

He fs the son of a clergyman; he 
neither drinks nor smokes; is 31 
yenrs of age, and will make a safe 
and populor captain. The bowler 
never lived who could frighten 
him; in no crisis has his nerve ever 
+ been shaken. A great cricketer 
and a great and gallant sportsman 
is William Maldon Woodfull. 

Woodfull has already, in the 
course of four matches claimed two 
centuries, Against Worcestershire 
he scored 133 and agninst the 
powerful attack of Yorkshire he 
made 121. He fs certainly running 
Into form enrly this season, and 
once given the opportunity he can 
remain at the wicket for a whole 
day. 


DON BRADMAN. 
(New South Wales.) 


Although the strokes of Don 
Bradman have not quite the natural 
grace of those of hia partner 
in youth—Jackson, his skill {6 not 
less. Bradman {s a wonderful 
batsman for a crisis. No matter 
how .forlorn the hope, this 21- 
year-old cricketer doca not allow 
the atate of the game to affect his 
play, but bats with the cool sound- 
ness of n veteran. ‘ 

Bradman [s the most amazing 
scorer on Australian wickets since 
the rise of Ponsford. The regu- 
larity’ and effortless dash with 
which he smashed even Ponsford’s 
records have lead some good judges 
to declare that he Is going to 
be tho world’s greatest batsman. 
He beat Ponsford’s record of 487 
with a hurricane Innings of 452 
not out against Queensland, scorad 
{n six hours. He hit up 340 against 
Victoria; and last soason he had 
the record aggregate of 1,690 and 
an avorage of 148 runs por Innings. 

The England bowlers already 
know him well. He began with 
87 and 182 not out for New South 
Wales against the. M.C.C.,, and 
scored two brilliant centuries in the 
Tosts agafnst the cream of Eng- 
land’a bowling. Hin style fs not 
neademic. But he has tho cyo of 
on engle, and wrista of steel and 
posscases a wido rango of strokes. 
The fact that the best of his atrokes 
are tho drive and the pull gives tho 
key to hin style, Standing fn 
good position at the wiekat, 
Bradman grips the .bat handle 
high, ike one whose policy fa to 
bring the full bindo hard ngalnat 
‘the ball. Being quick on hia font, 
ho will not allow bowlers to tle 
him down to dofence. Strongly 
bullt, ho {8 1 anesdy floldaman and 
pleka up with cortainty. Ho 
throws woll from the outfleld. 

Add that ha bowls slow leg 
breakr—not particularly well—and 
flelda In the country like Patay 
Hendren. and you hava one of tho 
outstanding cricketora of modern 
times.

A CRICKET CONTROVERSY. 


Should A Professional Captain 
England 7? 
[By “Second Slip] .- 

It was only recently that I came 
into an argument on the qualifica- 
tlons of an England captain. Tho 
gentleman with whom I was con- 
versing, maintained 
Match skipper 
In this reapect 
{ agree with him, but I do not 
agree with his statemont that a 
Drofeaslonal, with the experience 
of six days’ continual cricket to 
his advantage, should lead an 
England XI. into tho field againat 
the Australians, South Africans 
or -Western Indians. 

People who say that thero aro 
no amateurs playing first class 
cricket today who are worthy of 
inclusion In a Tost aide ‘are under 
false delusion. On morits alone, 
R. E, &. Wyatt, the Warwickshire 
all-rounder, K. S. Duleepsinhji, 
the Sussex. idol, and I. 
Peebles, who is still at the 'Var- 
sity are all worthy aspirants for 
the highest honours obtainable in 
the cricketing world, 

On the mention’ of Dulcepsinhji 
and Peebles, my friend at once 
said that they were too inexperi- 
enced to lead on England side, 
but he allowed the claims of 
Wyatt to go unchecked, though he 
sald that the professional cricket- 
er, who has made a life long study 
of-the game, should be possessed 
of that honour. 

The only opportunity, I think I 
am right in saying, for  profes- 
sional to captain a firat class side 
is in the Gentlemen v. Players 
matches which are played three 
times a season, An amateur fs 
chosen to lead all first class 
countles, “and, therefore, In m: 
“ninton, should have had cnough 
experience and knowledge of the 
finer points ‘of cricket to guaran- 
teo relablo leadership. Further- 
more, when elected captain of a 
county, & man must play regular- 
ly for that county, which rather 
rules out the question of duration 
in the field. 

«= England has always been Jed 
by an amnteur, except: in one 
isolated instance when Jack Hobbs 
fed n Test team into the fleld dur- 
ing the absence of A. P. F. 
Chapman, The professlonala ad- 
vocate the selection of an amn- 
teur for this responsible position, 
So long as there is no contention 
between the professforfal and the 
amateur cricketer over the quea- 


tion of the captaincy, the stand- |} 


ing rule, that an amateur must 
hold the position, should remain 
the same. 

It Is a known fact that 
captains of the past, Chap- 
man In particular,- have ro- 
celved helpful advice from pro- 
fessional players. How often tho 
advice is taken, I am not in a 
position to say, but two or threo 
heads are always better than ono, 
which might bo the case if a pro- 
fessional wore to take the respon- 
sibility. . 

Our argument did not como to 
anything at all—both of us hold- 
ing our own opinions at the con- 
clusion, But I maintain thot 
erlckct Js won not morely by a 
mon who has studied the game 
for na quarter of a century, but 


by a man who hag eonterprice, 
cricket ability, and the scheming 
mind of a tactician. Porsonnlity 
la a great thing in the captaincy 
of cricket, Chapman, for example, 
bubbled over with porsonality, 
and by hin own romarkable keon- 
neso imbuod some of that apirit 
into the other ten playorsa.

["“Death" and other Plays, trans- 
Iated by Y. ‘T. Iwasaki and 
Glenn Hughes. (Ernest Benn, 
Ltd. 8/60.).] 

The names of Takeo Arishima, 
Sancatau Mushakojl, and Senza- 
puro Sudruki are famillar to the 
students of modern Japanese 
drama, Two of these men are 
alrendy dend, though neither 
would be old wore he ving to-day. 


“Their plays aro Interesting because 


they bridge the gulf, hetween the 
West and tho East. Thero ia in 
them an extreme rapprochement 
betiveen the modern western and 
the ancient Japanese drama which 
haa resulted in work of extraordin- 
ary vitality, These threc play- 
wrights bolong to the group which 
has succumbed to Kuropean 
fashions nnd ideas, The turmoil 
born of the swift meeting of 
Eastern and Western cultures las 
Immeraed every phase of Japanese 


Uife, and tho theatre haa been, In 


the very midst of the awirl, 
Tolatoy, Ibsen, Shaw, Strindberg, 
and O'Neill are the Western forces, 
whose impact has been’ most: 
ptrongly felt, and il is not hard to 
truce, in the ‘modern Japanese 
drama the technical methods’. as 
well ag the social and moral philo- 
fophies of theae men, 

In reading any of the three 
playa presented in this volume one 
will irresistibly be reminded of 
Tbsen, Shaw and Tolstoy, but 
beneath that reacmblance lurks 
the spirit of oriental tradition—a 
naivete which is found only cin 
Ruasin and the Hast. They serves, 
however, to Iny bare the Supanese 
Character Ina way {hat could not 
otherwise be accomplished. There 
le something pathetic, brave’ and’ 
dogged In the Japanese struggle. 
to assume the superfielalities of 
Western culture; for she can 
never go deeper than the apparent, |. 
neither can she lose entirely her 
own unique racial characteristics,

The play records dramutically 
the psychological phenomena ~ of 
foverinh dreams and the emotional 
crises Involved {n death, Tho sym- 
pathy and tenderness of the hus- 
hand will doubtloas surprise many 
European readers; the whole play 
ig a8 moving as the best passages 
of Dickens. 

“A Family Affatr’. 

The second plny, “A Family 
Altair,’ by Mushakoji, is porhaps 
the’ beat example of the Weatern- 
Japanese schoo). Indeed, it might 
well be an early work by Ibsen or 
Tehekov. Tho dinlogue at times ia 
completely Shavian, yet emanating 
from each character is the cherry- 
blossom perfume of old Japan, 

“Hurning Her Alive," by 
Sudzuki, ia written around one of 
the oldest plots.in the world, yot 
the quict and unemotionalism of 
the-actors in this tragedy plainly 
declare thelr Eastern acsthetic orl- 
gins. 

In bringing these plays — of 
modern Japan before the English- 
reading public, Mr. Glenn Hughes 
and his co-transiitor have ennbled 
us to seo the Jnpanese people in 
true perspective. Ag one peruses 
these pages it forcibly dawns on 
one that the Japancac are the only 
peoples of the Orient who pnssess 
anything like a kinship with Oc- 
cidental moral. and intellectual 
ideas. 

This trilogy, which is prefaced 
by an admirable introduction on 
the Japanese drama by Mr. Glenn 
Hughes, deserves o pince on the 
bookshelf beside the best plays of 
the century.

The beach is clean, and enly at 
high water, (this is important), 
cin one enjoy the pleasures of 
diving from the end of a bamboo 
pier, which juts out for a 
length of about one hundred yards 
or so, 

At spaces on this pier, there are 
steps on both sides on which 
ene can enter or leave the water. 
These steps make good resting: 
places for the tired swimmer. 

The cost at Tai Wan beach is 
ten cents per hend, which is very 
reasonable, Life-buoys are 
always handy on the pier, in case

The matter of school accommodation on the island is bad 
enough already without any further handicaps being added to the 
British parents and their children. In most of the schonls for 
British children on the island an age limit is fixed, beyond which 
children must travel to Kowloon to the Diocesan Boys’ Schoo!, the 
Diocesan Girls’ School, or the Central British School. For children 
in their teens this docs not matter much, but. for younger children 
ubove the age of cight or. nine years, say, there is practically no 
choice. Why Britlsh and other European children on the Island 
should be so neglected is 2 mystery. Palatial schools with the high 
sounding names of “Colleges” are being erected for the Chinese; 
the cost of running the Education Department is mounting formid- 
ably every year; but not a thought is being pnid to the British child 
of a certain nage. , It ig all wrong. 

And-added to the handicap under which’ the British child is 
suffering at the hands of an Education Department, whose Board 
ds permitted to sit in camera without the British residents over 
being permitted to know a word of its deliberntions (7), there comes 
the new policy of the traffic authorities to lessen the number of 
jinrikishas plying for hire in on area where they are certainly most 
essential for the transportation of children of Britisn and other 
European, children to school.

Thoue Kone possesses am uns 
usually geen variely of woody 
shrubs and trees, considering the 
gmall aren of the island, and many 
of Uhese possexs very attractive 
flowers, ‘The visilor to the isting 
and the New Territories is nearly 
always struck by the beauty of 
these shrubs and almost invari- 
ably asks, “Are they .wild or 

‘have they been planted?’ In 
April the Azuleas, or more cor- 
rectly pumed Rhododendrons, are 
at their best and on the preeipi-+ 
tolis Saces of such motntaing as 
the “Hunehbacks” form a blize of 
colour, which ‘onee seen in never 
forjolten. No visitor to these 
Territories if he, or she. cever 
summoned the energy to climb 
Abe steep and ragged slones of 
Me-on-shan ‘would ever ash if the 
Azaters had been planted there! 

- Jn the anoath of May, ailhough 
most of the Azaleas are over, 
miny of the other shrubs come 
inlo (lower and the hillsides of the 
isnd and Kewleon are often a 
riot of cotour, the pink and reddy 
of Rhodomyrtus and Metastoma 
being dominant. 

The red oinyrtle, Rbadomprtyus 
tententos, comes into flower about 
the middle of the month, The

Another interesting flowering 
shrub, very common at Ducp 
Water Bay, is known ‘under the 
scientific name of Mirnacnde 
crow, It grows in more shady 
places than does Rhodomyrtus 
and is very casily identified in the 
“field, A group of insignificant 
yellow flowers ave borne at the 
end of a Jeafy shoot, (the leaves 
are green, shiny, and opposite), 
cand the shrub would pass un- 
noticed if it were not for one in- 
dividualistic feature, One of the 
sepals, in some of the flowers, is 
greatly cnlarged and appears like 
a lent; it is pure white in colour 
and sais very corispicuoug, — In 
settia, “Young hung fa,” a 
wet in colour, id greatly 
reds and renders the plant 
conspicuous; in’ Mussaendp 
8 the pure white enlarged sepal 
so noticeable but to casual 
observer’ the two structures are 
probably recognised as petals,

Comprehensive Scheme 
for Aid to Motorists. ~ 


The Philippine Bureau of Public 
Works will soon instal the official 
cond numbers to designate the prin- 
ofpal highways in the Philippines 
ior the guidance of motorists. The 
Manfin North road, starting from 
Manila and as far. north as Aparri, 
will bo known as Number’ 3 while 
the Manila South Road leading to 
Laguna, Batangas and Tayabas, will 
he known as road Numbor 1. 

The road’ numbers together with 
22 other rond signs were Imported 
from the United Stutes by “Mr. 
Wiltllams. The road signs arc ox- 
pected to be of great assistance in 
the delve for the strict enforcement 
pf the motor vehicle law, which fs 
now in full swing under the super- - 
vlaion of constabulsry officlats. 

Tho road numbers are shaped like 
the Philippine government's coat 
of arms and bear the name of the 
municipality: whero thoy are located, 
They will be Installed In conspicuous 
places on tha road. : ‘ 

Tho specd. limit within tho town 
propor will Ge uniform and will be 
fixed at 80 kilometres per hour. Tho 
signs will carry tho following In-. 
aeription: “Special Limit’80 Km.”

Buroau will bo “direction signs,’” 
auch na giving the direction of the 
road to be followed by motorists 
with an arrow, “stop,” “right,”

Ing motor speedways over railroad 
tracks, Tho Iden haw reached tho 
stute of practical experiment, and 
railroad managers, motor car manu- 
facturers and ciyle ofticlis aro ex- 
ploring all phases ef the subject with 
deep interest.

“Credit for Distribution,” which he 
delivered to the Institute of tho 
Motor Trade at the Wolhorn 
Rostaurant, London, on February 
18, Mr. J. Gibson Jarvic, mannging 
director of the United Dominions 
Truat, called upon British manufac- 
tnrera and morchants to realise the 
value of this typo of credit and to 
uso It to what: over extent wise 
trading permitted, . 

"Y yontise fully,” he sald, “that 
the principles which I have nilvocnt- 
ed so Btrenuounly for the Inst ton 
years ore not wholly acceptable to 
some members of your trade and in 
cortnin other quarters they have 
pean the subject of koen and oven 
vicious ‘eriticlam and attack, That 
docs not’ perturb m¢ unduly. because 
Thave an Infinite and entirely logical 
belief In thelr essential rightneas 
and truth, 

“y am fortified in my bellef when 
I think of the recent important 
changes In the conatitutton of my 
company, as the reault of the intor- 
eat which the Bank of England has 
taken in our affairs. Tt moans that 
tho principle of credit for distribu- 
tlon purposes and the method. and 
avatem of administering that type 
of credit as exomplified by my com- 
pany have been approved. 


A Vital Service. 


“Credit for distribution fa a vital 
and essential part'of our modern 
economic system. It fa os old aa 
eommorce itaclf, but in {ts modern 
conception and piallsetis® it is a 
new economic theory, 4 theory 
whose possibilities are atill but 
dimly realised.” : 

Basing his remarks on the most 
pronounced form of distribution 
credit—tnstalment selling by hire- 
purchase or sales by deferred pny- 
monts—-Mr. Jarvie claimed that the 
syatem has been tried and, correctly 
and wisely administered, has not 
been found wanting. In con-

enced by the rapid growth of tho 
industry In the United States. Laat 
year it was atnted that 6,600,000 
motor vehicles were produced, of 
which 211.000 were manufactured in 
Great Britain and 5,500.000 in. tho 
United States. “The most amazing 
pnrt of it is our amazing indifference 
to the lessons St teaches,” commented 
Mr. Jarvie. 


System Functioned Efficiently. 


He then described how a certain 
tyne of commercial bank had come 
Into existence in the United States 
to‘asaist the motorcar industry. 
Trucing the history of the move- 
ment, ho drew attention to the mis- 
takes which had been made, and 
finally showed how the trade, In con- 
junction with these commercial 
banks, had overcome their diffeuttles 
and evolved a system which fune- 
tloned efficiently and satisfactorily. 
This had Jed to mass production, 
officlency and rationalisation in the 
Industries concerned, and had as- 
sisted to establish America in the 
export market. 

Mr. Jarvie then briefly discussed 
the inception of the movement In 
Britain and its effect on certain of 
our industries, particularly the 
motor vehicle and engincering 
trades. He demonstrated that this 
tyne of credit had definitely dbenofit- 
ed not only manufacturers and mer- 
chants, but -the users of the mer- 
chandiae distributed, and emphastis- 
ed that the comparative slowness of 
the movement In this country could 
be attributed partly to the conserva~ 
tion of prospective buyers and of 
the manufacturors and merchants 
themselves. : :

A well-known manufacturer says 
that he hos traced a practically 
worthlcas car which was Used In fiva 
part-exchange deals in less than six 
months. 

The seriousness of the poaltion 
may be gathered when {t Is atated 
that some firms of motor agents havo 
ns much as £100,000 locked up in 
second-hand cara, most of which aro 
uaclesn and even dangerous to sell. 

If they are sold for tho very Jow 
figure they are worth, the agent in 
all probability gets them agafn, like 
og boomerang, ina part-exchange 
deal, and has to pay perhaps twice 
the sum they were sold for.

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LUBRICATION. 


Care of ‘the Chassis 
Important. 


A great donl has been done ro- 
contly in tho mattor of simplifylng 
the Inbrieation of those mechanical 
parts of tha car which aro gonorally 
grouped under the head of “chassle 
details.” “Ono-shot" Inbrication 
has come to the front and It cortain- 
ly saves much timo and a lot of 
grovelling undor and about tho car. 
It Is vory convenient for the’ wo- 
man driver and owner, who, natural- 
ly, wishes to be relioved as much as 
possiblo of the dirty gronsy work 
about a car, But one-shot lubrica- 
tlon systoms, like othor subsidiary 
devices, require looking after, The 
uger should feo that the lubricant 
gets to all the places intended to be. 
supplicd. , 

Int this connvetion it ia well to 
point out that any system of chassis 
lubrication will become ineffective 
{f neglected. Tho “one-shot” sys- 
tem ahould bo operated a little at a 
time, but very often, This will 
provent congeallng of the lubricant. 
If neglected for any lonth of time, | 
{t may be found that all tho terminal 
points of the syatem are not getting . 
the lubricant. ‘This will be a worse 
cnse than neglect. of onc or to 
groasers of the conventional system. 

Some makers have almost entlre- 
ly done away with tho need for 
lubricating certain parts of the 
the lubricant. This will bo a worse 
chassia.. They -have applicd the 
principle of designing so aa to have 
no articulatice parts, Thus quarter- 
elliptic springs can bo fitted without 
any working ping or shackles, or 
joints whatever. Frictionless com- 
pressed rubber bushes can be used 
in other parts, : 

Flexible apring ‘connections in- 
stend of jointed connections can be 
contrived, and eventually, no doubt, 
wo shall arrive at the dime when our 
lubricating duties will consist sole- 
ly of fitting a lubricant chamber on 
- enr and geeing that it is kept 

ull, 

It will be a great reliof to 
the owner-driver and it will do 
away with that wear and 
tear and expense which  in- 
evitably falla to the lot of the 
motorist who neglects the Iubrica- 
tion of the various mechanical de- 
tnils of his car.

Heavier Types 
Projected. 


Among the passengers who passed 
through Fromantlo from Home ro- 
cently was Mr. R, 8. Dyball, the 
Austraian and Now Zealand factory 
representative for Morris Commer- 
clat Cars, Birmingham. His apeelal 
mission In Austratia, ho sald dn an 
interview, was to study conditions 
in Austraila, with a view to Improve 
Ing the products of his company to 
make thom more suitable, if im- 
provements were necessary. — He 
really thought that tho Intest R-type 
super-tonner, which had already 
been Introduced to Australia, met 
the requirements of the country, and 
was behaving well. 

British manufacturers were de- 
finitely awake to the posvibilities of 
oversens markets, sold Mr. Dyball, 
and were building vehleles specially 
for export. No longer were they 
making machines which suited Brt- 
tlsh conditions and might be con- 
verted for Australian purpose. 
Manufacturers were becoming 
grouped in large’ amalgamations, 
such ng Humber, — Hillman, 
and Kommer, and Morris and 
Wolnetey, and these com: 
binationa naturally had = more 
strength than individual manufae- 
turers, Still further amalgamations 
were protected but of these he could 
say nothing definite. 

“Over 46 per cent. of the total 
output of Morris Commercial Cars 
{a exported,” continued Mr, Dyball. 
“The output is about 360 vehicles a 
week, a beginning In the right diree- 
tion, The exports are spread over 
ull the world, and not merely the 
large Dominions. The trucks are 
selling us well in Britain as tmport- 
ed vehicles, and [-do not doubt that 
in six or seven years British trucks 
will be ‘getting n fair share of the 
Australian market. That, of course, 
refers to the light vehicles, It Is 
xenerally admitted now that British 
heavy vehicles are supreme. Morris 
will eventually produce heavier 


trucks. In fact some heavy trucks 
will be shown at the Commercial 
Vehicle Show in London this. year, 
Dut these will not be available for 
export until they have been well 
tried out in Europe within reason- 
able reach of the factory.’ 


Car Official Interviewed. 

Mr, N.C. Seeman, factory repre- 
sentative in Australian for Morris 
Motors, .Ltd., passed through Perth 
on his return from Britain and the 
United States. Mr. Seeman, who 
had been in Australia for three 
yenr:, Visited the Morria works in 
Britain, and, fn the course of an 
interview, stated that he had been 
grently impressed with the develop. 
ment ,of the plant during his 
absence, 

Mr. Seeman stated that Sir 
Willlam Morris was determined to 
provide a car to suit all conditions 
and all purposes in Australia, and 
that his success was evidenced by 
the wide range of commercial and 
passenger vehicles that he was pro- 
ducing. The Intest addition to the 
range was the Isis Six, which. wag 
tremendously popular jn Britain, 
and which was regarded by British 
eritica as something revolutionary in 
British car building. 

“Small cars," sald Mr. Seeman, 
“are essentially British, and it is a 
triumph for British engineers that 
forelyn countries are now com- 
mencing to build them. I enn never 
understand why business men, who 
only use cars to travel to and from 
work buy big, expensive machines 
when a small one Is quite as efficient, 
only coats tramfnre to run, and is 


much eualer to park.”

REBELS REPRISAL FOR ATTACK 
ON KWEITEH. 


NANKING’S ACTION. 
(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 


The fortunes of the Northern 
War in the Lunghal Railway zone 


have swayed back and forth, al- 
though the Nanking forces scored 
» definite victory at the openinx 
of the. war. ' 

The Nanking vanguard occu- 
pied the railway station of Kwei- 
tch after heavy fighting yesterday 
morning and are besieging the 
walled city, the complete fall of 
which is momentarily expected, 

However, an Allied force (anti. 
Nanking) under General Sun 
Tien-ying is launching a flerce 
ettack on Yucheng, a city about 40 


miles. to the north east of Kwei-| 


teh, the condition of which js very 
critical. 

The fall of this city to the anti- 
Nanking side would threaten 
Tangshan and Hsuchow. With 
this in view the Nanking military 
authorities are despatching as 
many troops as available to, the 
front. : 

Relief of Kweiteh. 

Meanwhile, on the other side, a 
considerable number of Shansi 
and Kuominchun reinforcements 
are arriving at the Gunghai Rail- 
way front to assist in relieving 
Kweitch from being besiered by 
the ‘Nanking troops, ; 

The military situation in the 
Ping-Han Railway vone (Honan 
section) is developing rapidly. 
The arrival at Chengchow (in cen- 
tral Honan) of the ex-Marshal 
Sun Chuen-feng from Tajyuanfu 
hag an important bearing: on the 
situation in this direction. For he 
is exerting every effort to buy 
over his ex-subordinates. (ie, 
Wang Chin-yao and others who 
are taking up-position in southern 
Honan up to Yincheng) from the 
Nanking side. - 

A Kuominchun force under 
General Lu Chung-lin is being 
enguyed with the loyal Nanking. 
troops under Chiang Tin-wen at 
Chow-chia-kou in Bastern Honan, 
both sides suffering heavily. 

The Northern War. 
Shanghai, May 16. 

Marshal Chiang Kai-shek gave in- 
structions on May 14 to all National 
troops to converge at Chengchow 
within a week. 

With the fall of Kweiteh and Po- 
chow, the 3rd Nattonal Army Corps 
ure now advancing further north 
along the Ping-Han line, in order to 
make a joint attack of Kalfeny and 
ChengcNow with the National troops 
on the Lung-Hai life. 

The National forces, having 
Kweltch, are now attacking Liuho. 
Severe engagements between the 
main bodies of both sides have been 
reported. ‘ 

General Liu Chih, ©.1.C, of the 
2nd Army Corp, wired Nanking on 
May 14, stating that, the National 
troops made rapid progress in the 
Inst five days on the Lung-Hal line. 
Over 10,000 troops were captured 
nnd 5,000 rifles, six field artillery 
and 20 machine guns were taken. 
The prisoners will be conducted 
under escort to Nanking on May 16 
for the disposal of the Central 
Government.
